ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

l^cdical  Officer  of  health* 

For  the  Year  1909. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  New  Windsor. 

Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough 
of  Windsor  during  the  year  1909. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  Midsummer  1909, 
estimated  according  to  the  recognised  rule,  was  14,156, 
of  which  number  1147  persons,  or  thereabout,  were 
resident  in  the  Barracks. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
253  (of  144  males  and  111  females),  and  was  37  below 
the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  birth-rate  was  17*8  per  thousand  persons  living, 
that  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  same  year  being 
25-6.  The  considerable  falling  off  in  the  number  of  births 
suggests  a  suspicion  that  the  population  of  the  town  may 
be  less  than  the  estimate. 

The  number  of  deaths,  corrected  in  respect  of  those 
which  took  place  in  certain  public  institutions,  was  175, 
giving  a  death-rate  of  12-4  per  1000  persons  living, 
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which  was  nearly  equal  to  the  average  rate  for  the 
preceding  ten  years.  Corrected  for  the  local  abnormality 
of  the  composition  of  the  population  as  regards  age  and 
sex,  the  Windsor  death  rate  would  be  13 '8,  which  may 
be  compared  with  that  for  the  whole  country,  which  was 
14-5  per  1000  persons  living. 

Of  infants  under  12  months  old,  39  deaths  were 
registered,  showing  a  rate  of  mortality  very  high  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  very  moderate  local  average  for  recent 
years.  Table  V  shows  the  causes  of  deaths  of  these 
infants,  but  suggests  no  explanation  of  the  excessive 
mortality  during  the  first  months  of  life. 

The  death-rate  of  aged  persons  was  also  high,  while 
for  all  ages  from  1  to  60  it  was,  in  an  almost  exactly 
counter-balancing  degree,  below  the  average. 

Windsor  has  generally  occupied  a  very  creditable 
position  with  regard  to  infantile  mortality,  but  it  is 
probable  that — as  has  been  observed  in  other  towns  in 
which  the  experiment  has  been  tried — good  would  result 
from  the  employment  of  health  visitors,  who  should  be 
ladies,  properly  trained  and  qualified.  It  need  hardly 
be  remarked  that  a  very  disproportionate  number  of  the 
children’s  deaths  occurred  in  the  dwellings  of  the  poorest 
class. 

To  the  “seven  principal  zymotic  diseases”  n  deaths 
were  attributed. 

Of  these  Summer  Diarrhoea  accounted  for  7 — a 
number  nearly  equal  to  the  average  for  the  preceding 
ten  years.  But  this  disease  belongs  in  an  exceptional 
degree  to  the  “  preventable  ”  class,  and  its  fatality  would 
beyond  doubt  be  very  much  lessened  if  mothers  were 
better  instructed  and  could  be  persuaded  to  use  more 
intelligent  care  in  the  feeding  and  nurture  of  their 
children.  On  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  all 
practical  preventive  measures  were  taken,  special  atten- 
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tion  being  given,  during  the  summer  months,  to  the 
scavenging  of  courts,  the  cleaning  of  gulleys,  and  to  the 
inspection  of  milk  shops. 

Whooping  cough  caused  the  other  4  deaths  attributed 
to  this  group  of  diseases.  It  was  epidemic  during  the 
latter  months  of  the  year.  All  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea 
and  three  of  those  from  whooping  cough  were  of  infants 
under  a  year  old. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  caused 
no  deaths.  Of  the  first-named  28  cases  were  notified,  of 
diphtheria  3,  and  of  enteric  fever  1.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  these  diseases  notified 
and  of  deaths  during  ten  years 

Scarlet  Fever  -  cases  264  -  deaths  4

It  is  to  be  noted  that  cases  occuring  in  the  Barracks  and 
Royal  Buildings  are  not  notifiable.  These  figures  give 
an  idea  of  the  number  of  patients  who  might  be  expected 
to  claim  the  hospitality  of  a  Fever  Hospital,  if  one  were 
provided.  But  unless  the  hospital  were  near  the  town, 
it  would  not,  as  I  think,  be  of  much  use  to  the  diphtheria 
patients,  and  it  is  for  them  that  such  provision  is  most 
required. 

The  twenty-eight  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  dis¬ 
tributed  in  21  dwellings,  in  four  of  which  one  or  more 
secondary  cases  were  observed.  In  April  and  May  a 
small  outbreak  (8  cases  in  all)  occurred  among  the 
children  attending  the  Holy  Trinity  Girls’  School,  and,  it 
being  evident  that  the  infection  was  being  passed  on 
from  child  to  child,  the  school  was  closed  for  six  days,  on 
my  recommendation,  and  so  the  outbreak  was  stopped. 

For  the  purpose  of  checking  threatened  epidemics  of 
measles  in  schools,  the  School  Medical  Officer,  acting  in 
concert  with  myself,  has  introduced  a  method  which  has 
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been  found  serviceable  in  some  other  districts,  of  sending 
warning  notices  (with  instructions)  to  the  parents  of  the 
class-mates  of  any  child  found  to  be  suffering  from  the 
disease.  We  cannot  hope  to  prevent  such  epidemics,  but 
if  they  can  be  sometimes  deferred  for  a  year,  or  even  less, 
a  saving  of  life  would  result,  the  fatality  of  the  disease 
being  much  less  in  older  children. 

Twelve  deaths  were  attributed  to  Tubercular  Phthisis. 
The  mortality  from  this  disease  is  now  only  about  half  as 
great  as  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  and  this  gain,  which 
is  probably  in  great  measure  due  to  the  improved 
sanitation  of  the  present  day,  gives  encouragement  to  the 
hope  of  greater  success  in  the  future,  for  the  realization  of 
which  an  organized  and  vigorous  effort  is  required. 
A  recent  memorandum,  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  indicates  with  excellent 
clearness  the  lines  of  action  which  Sanitary  Authorities 
should  adopt  in  their  endeavour  to  control  and,  may  be, 
ultimately  to  eradicate  this  disease.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  it  is  desirable  that  all  cases  of  consumption,  among 
the  poorer  classes,  at  least,  should  be  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  The  patients 
should  be  visited,  and,  when  required,  assistance  given. 
Some  would  need  to  be  helped  to  obtain  better  house 
accommodation,  or  better  food  and  clothing,  or  employ¬ 
ment  in  more  suitable  callings.  In  some  cases,  when  the 
disease  might  be  in  an  early  and  curable  stage,  it  would 
be  well  worth  while  to  offer  treatment  in  a  sanatorium,  if 
only  for  a  brief  period,  and,  in  more  advanced  cases,  the 
aim  should  be  to  limit  as  far  as  possible  the  danger  of  in¬ 
fection  to  others.  The  Regulation  under  which  Poor-law 
cases  of  phthisis  should  be  notified  to  me  has  proved  to 
be — in  Windsor  at  least — of  very  little  use.  Two 
patients,  (both  in  so  advanced  a  stage  of  the  disease  that 
they  have  since  died),  which  were  reported  to  me,  were 
visited,  and  were  provided  with  spitting  flasks  and  dis- 
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infectants,  and  advice  and  a  memorandum  of  instructions 
given.  I  have  been  empowered  to  offer  the  bacteriological 
examinations  of  samples  of  sputa,  for  the  purpose  of 
early  diagnosis. 

The  Public  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory.  The  analytical  and 
bacteriological  reports  on  samples  which  have  been 
periodically  submitted  to  examination  have  been  un¬ 
exceptionable. 

There  is  only  one  Cowshed  in  use  in  the  Borough. 
It  is  a  small  one  and  used  for  milking  purposes  only. 

The  Milkshops,  Slaughter  Houses,  and  other 
“  Work-places  ”  where  food  is  prepared  for  sale  have 
been  frequently  inspected.  Attention  has  recently  been 
directed  to  the  danger  arising  from  the  possible  sale  of 
the  meat  of  animals — especially  of  pigs — which  were 
affected  with  tuberculosis,  and  to  the  need  that  every 
carcase  should  be  inspected  at  the  place  of  slaughter, 
before  any  evidences  of  the  disease  have  been  trimmed 
away.  The  importance  of  such  inspection  is  beyond 
doubt,  but  in  the  absence  of  a  public  abattoir,  and  of 
an  Act  of  Parliament  compelling  its  use,  the  task  would 
seem  to  be  hardly  practicable. 

Thirty-four  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  Of  15  samples  of  milk, 

2  were  found  to  be  seriously  below  standard.  One  of 
the  Vendors  was  prosecuted  and  fined  one  shilling.  In 
the  other  case  a  prosecution  could  not,  for  legal  reasons, 
be  instituted. 

I  have  visited  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  as 
occasion  required,  and  also  made  a  systematic  inspection 
of  them  in  company  with  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
We  found  them  to  be  generally  satisfactory,  but  con¬ 
sidered  certain  improvements  desirable.  This  subject 
will  be  dealt  with  in  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer. 
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I  have  made  the  “  systematic  ”  inspections  required 
by  the  orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  have 
received  weekly  reports  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  and  defects  discovered  by  him.  Of  the  234 
cases  so  reported,  the  nuisances  were  abated  in  229, 
while  in  the  other  4  no  action  was  deemed  advisable. 

A  prosecution  was  instituted  in  the  case  of  a 
nuisance  arising  from  black  smoke,  and  was  successful 
in  procuring  its  abatement. 

The  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Old  Windsor  has  been 
maintained  in  readiness,  but  no  case  of  that  disease 
occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  adoption  of  a  part  of 
the  last  P.H.A.  Amendment  Act.  Powers  for  more 
effectual  dealing  with  unpaved  yards  are  much  required. 
The  fresh  powers  conferred  upon  the  Sanitary  Authority 
by  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  will  render  it 
possible  to  take  more  vigorous  action  in  dealing  with 
insanitary  dwellings. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  “  slum  ”  population  of  this 
town  has,  of  recent  years,  considerably  decreased  in 
numbers. 

Thirteen  new  Dwelling-houses  were  completed 
during  the  year.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  and  MILKSHOPS  ORDER,  1883. 

One  cowshed  has  been  abolished,  one  new  one  erected  and  one 
put  out  of  use.  The  premises  of  the  persons  engaged  in.  this 
business  have  been  frequently  visited  and  a  careful  inspection  made 
of  the  utensils  in  use. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACT. 

The  number  of  Barges  inspected  during  the  year  .1909,  was  5. 
No  infringements  of  the  regulations  were  discovered. 


FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  and  WORKPLACES. 
Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  and  attention  called  to 
any  breach  of  the  regulations  discovered.

OUTWORKERS. 

Premises  occupied  by  outworkers  have  been  periodically 
inspected  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises.  A  register 
is  kept  of  all  Factories,  Workshops,  and  Workplaces,  and  residences 
of  Outworkers. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  December  1909,  I  purchased 
and  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst  39  samples,  consisting  of 
15  Milk,  10  Butter,  9  Cheese,  2  Coffee,  2  Pepper  and  1  ice  cream. 

The  Analyst’s  Report  on  the  various  samples  submitted  were 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Town  Council 
acting  as  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority.  Several  samples  of  milk 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  were  certified  to  be  adulterated 
with  added  water.  In  one  case  a  prosecution  was  ordered  and  a 
small  fine  was  imposed. 

A  general  inspection  of  the  courts  and  poor  localities  has  been 
made  every  two  months. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses  have  been  visited  daily.  No 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  notified  or  discovered. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  frequently  inspected ;  your 
regulations  were  found  complied  with  in  every  particular. 

Fish  unfit  for  Food. — Parcels  of  fish  unfit  for  food 
were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

The  Market  and  Shops  have  been  kept  under  supervision.  No 
article  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption  has  been  found 
exposed  for  sale.
